Your  advisor  will  give  you  a  registration  envelope  showing  your  approved 
course  of  study.  No  course  cards  will  be  issued  to  any  student  who  does  not  present  his  approved 
registration  envelope. 

Late  Registration  Fee:  An  extra  fee  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  for  each  day  after  the  first  day 
classes  are  scheduled  to  meet. 


Residence  Approval:   All  women  students  must  have  the  Dean  of  Women's  notation  that  place 
of  residence  is  approved.  Residence  approval  may  be  obtained  in  the  Dean  of  Women's  office. 


Admission:  Freshmen  students  should  make  sure  that  their  high  school  principal  has  sent  a 
transcript  of  their  record  to  the  Registrar  of  Memphis  State  University  before  applying  for 
admission.
